the treatment of pulmonary tuberculosis, | 
Professor Victor C. Vaughan, dean of the 
University of Michigan, and Frederick L. 
Hoffman, statistician, for, the Prudential In- 
gurance company of New York, joined Dr. 
Knopf in the demand for public e gaat for 
consumptives. 

Tuberculosis is a communicable 
said Dr. Knopf in opening his address, “ but 
it does not belong to the class of diseases 
properly called dangerously contagious. The 
law requires that the bodies of persons dead 
of tuberculosis must be shipped in tightly 
sealed metal boxes, and under the strictest 
regulations, but we allow living persons in- 
fected with tuberculosis to travel at will 
. from the smoker to the sleeping car. If 
tuberculosis were dangerously contagious, 
ot charity workers would de power- 
ess. 

Says the Disease Is Curable. . 

“It is now a thoroughly established fact 
that ry tuberculosis is curable. It 
is not even necessary to transport patients 
long distances to enable them to breathe the 
air that is claimed to be a specific for con- 


sumption. There is no such specific any- 
where. 1 that is necessary is that the pa- 
tient shall have an abundance of fresh air, 


and sunshine, and water, and of almost equal 
eT an abundance of nourishing 


These, with certain medicinal properties 
| and proper care are about all the necessities 
for the treatment of the disease. Minnesota 
supports a State hospital for tuberculous 


haa a farm colony for tuberculous convicts. 
Neither has any provision for the honest man 
who may have the disease. Massachusetts 
has the only State dispensary for the distri- 
bution of remedies for tuberculosis. 

“Help the poor to help themselves Is a 
great motto of organized charity in America. 
It can be well applied in almost all cases, but 
it has no application here. The State must 
provide well-equipped hospitals for us con- 
} sumptive poor. The reform movement for 
crushing out the disease must begin with the 
destruction of the foul and dark tenement | 
houses of the cities. 


Pleads for Model Penements. 


Let out philanthropists who have millions 


to give for the welfare of the masses stop 
bullding libraries, and colleges, and churches 
for awhile and devote their munificence to 
the construction of model tenement-houses. 
The danger of pauperizing the recipients of 
charity does not exist here. By giving to 
the struggling laboringman a pure and 
healthful and wholesomé house to live in 
organized charity will only help him to be 
@ man among men. The women should be 
taught to make the home attractive, and the 
girls in the factories ought to be learning 
to cook. 

“The State ought to insure the poor 
against loss of health and work and life by 
consumption, and this system should pave 
the way to complete State control of the bat- 
tle against consumption. A farm colony of 
consumptives managed by the State could 
be made a self-supporting and perhaps even 
a money-making institution. The greatest 
work in preventing the spread of consump- 
tion is done by taking hold of the children 
whiie in the incipient stages of the disease. 

Professor Vaughan made an excited eme 
1 join in the praise of our wealthy ph 
thropists, he said, but how many t 
sands of consumptives have been made by 
these same philanthropists. If there were 
more justice in this world there would be 
less need for charity. Not less than 150,000 
people are dying of consumption in America 
this year. Yet there Ys no other grave dis- 
ease 80 easy to cure as consumption.”

House, Chicago, presided over a discussion 
of the treatment of the insane and gave an, 
address with stereopticon views illustrating 
village care of the insane.

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TARIFF REVISION 
70 BETAKEN UP 


| Modification of Present Rates 
Practically Decided Onat 
Conference at White 
House. 


— 


to Be Considered First and 


Action Is Erxpected 


Washington, D. C., June 2. [Special. An 
important conference was held at the White 
House tonight when the queation of revision 
of the tariff and the attitude of the Repub- 
lean party on this subject during the com- 
ing campaign were discussed. 

As a result of the meeting it is reasonably 
certain that the tariff is to be modified in 
some respects. 

For some time the Democrats have made 
no secret of their intention to force the 
tariff issue to the front, and the fact, made 
apparent tonight, that the Republican lead- 
ers are not afraid to take up the question 
and deal with it as seems best for the people 
generally is likely to cause considerable 
gloom in the Democratic camp. 

Called by the President. 

The conference was called by President 
Roosevelt himself, and, while no definite 
conclusion was reached tonight, there will 
be an amen on the pelicy in the near 
future. 

Nearly all the party leaders were present, 
those participating in the conference be- 
ing Senator Hanna, chairman of the Repub- 
lican National committee; Representative 


greesional committee; Senator Allison, Sen- 
ator Aldrich, Senator Platt of Connecticut, 
Senator Spooner of Wisconsin, all members 
of the Senate Finance committee; Repré- 
sentative Payne, chairman of the Ways and 
Means committee, and Representative Dal- 
zell, also @ member of that committee.

It would give the President 
the power to impose the higher or lower 
rate, as the exigencies of the occasion de- 
manded, and he would have a powerful 
weapon in his hands which could be used 
to bring to terms any nation which dis- 
criminated against American products. 
‘If any nation discriminated against Amer- 
ican goods it would only be necessary for 


“¢ the President to direct the imposition of the 


maximum tariff, which would be a hardship 
on the offending nation, If any other na- 
tion desired to make terms with the United 
States it could lower its rates, then the 
President would simply issue a proclamation 
putting into effect the minimum rates, and 
in this way reciprocal trade arrangements 
would become effective,

SUCCUMBS TO PNEUMONIA, 


Has Been Critically Ill for Over a Week 
“Physicians Despaired of Saving 
Him Several Days Ago—Hae Had Re- 
markable Career as an Educator, 
Preacher, and Philanthropist—Has 
Labored in Many Parts of the 


Oberlin, O, June 8 8 a. ‘m.[—Special.]— 
President John Henry Barrows of Oberlin 


| College died at 2:50 o'clock this morning of 


pneumonia. 


Career of Dr. Barrows. : 

Dr. John Henry Barrows was born in 
Medina, Mich., in 1848, hie father being a 
preacher of rather advanced views on re- 
ligion, and especially on slavery and aboli- 
tion. The senior Barrows, in fact, having 
for a time to leave his pastorate on account 
of his abolition ideas. 

John Henry Barrows began his student 
career in a little seminary at Medina, which 
was founded by his father, the father and 
mother for a time conetituting the entire 
faculty of the seminary, in which the son 
was the only student. 

The people were becoming educated up to 
the views of the elder Barrows and the col- 
lege prospered, and the fame of its founder 
grew. Im the course of a few years the 
father was called to the head of Olivet Col- 
lege, which was believed to be destined to 
be a great institution, and thither young 
Barrows auc his brother went as students. 
They came of a long line of students, preach- 
ers, and educators, and it was natural thet 
they should follow the bent of their heritage. 
Dr. Barrows spent seven years in this school] 
and graduated with his brother at the age 
of 19 years in 1867. The brother went direct- 
ly into pastoral work, but John Henry was 
not through with his college career. 


Studies a Year at Oberlin. 


He intended to go to Yale snd increase 
his knowledge of theology, but on his way 
Hast paid a visit to Oberlin, O., where he 
was attracted by the opportunities afforded. 
For a year he was a student at the univer- 
sity which thirty years later called him 
back to become ite President. After a year 
at Oberlin the student went to New Haven, 
and later to Andover and Union Seminaries. 
Then he returned West and became pastor 
of the Congregational Church in North To- 
peka, Kas., at a time when Kansas was in 
dire need of good men of brains, morality, 
and energy. Kansas needed schools and 
clean politics, as well as religtous instruc- 
tion, and Dr. Barrows undertook to give 
what was needed. 

He secured a nomination as Superintend- 


ent candidate who was favored by a dis- 
gruntled faction of his own party. Riding 
from place to place on his horse, Dr. Bar- 
rows made speeches from the stump, in 
which the theology had learned in the 
East had little place. 
no theology. What they wanted was straight 
politics, and that is what they got. In re- 
turn they elected Dr. Barrows Superintend- 


ent of ls, and he his career 
as an tor.

Is Called to Missouri. 


Soon the works of Superintendent Bar- 
rows were heard of in Missouri, and a call 
came to him from Springfield. At the end 
of a year spent in Springfield, Dr. Barrows 
planned a short visit to Europe, and while 
on the voyage fell in love with Mise Eleanor 
Mole, apd their marriage followed later. Dr. 
Barrows spent a year in travel, and during 
a portion of the year filled the pulpit of the 
American Chapel in Paria. He had paid 
especial attention in his student days to 
modern and ancient history and literature, 
and this study he kept up in later life. Fol- 
lowing his return from Europe, Dr. Barrows 
spent a number of years in Massachusetts, 
occupying successively the- pubpits at the 
Bitot Congregational Church, Lawrence, and 
the Maverick Church in East Boston. 

Then he moved to Chicago, and of his work 
for fourteen years In charge of the First 
Presbyterian Church little can be said that 
is not already known to Chicago residents. 

He also did work as a lecturer at the Unt- 
versity of Chicago in the re: of com- 
parative religion. 

Although his work in the lecture neld 
and the pulpit, in the church and as a writer 
ot books brought him before the public ey 
in a measure, fame came to him from afar 
when he planned and organized and carried 
to a successful issue the congress of . 
fons held in Chicago in 1893. 

Lectures in the Orient. 


Some years later he accepted the Haskell 
lectureship, which provided for a series of 
lectures on the Christian religion in Bom- 
bay, Caleutta, and Madras, and this brought 
about a termination of his connection with 
the First Presbyterian Church. In order to 
secure him the church trustees had paid off a 
debt on the Maverick church at East Bos- 
ton, which Dr. Barrows had founded, and 
which he refused to leave until it was free 
from debt. When he applied for a leave 
of absence to conduct the lecture course in 
the Orient, the trustees declined to grant 
it, on the claim that the churoh would suffer 

from being deprived of a pastor for six 
atte Dr. Barrows resigned and went 
to India. 

Upon his return to Chicago he 0 
his lectures at the University of Chicago, 
and in 1808 was called to the Presidency of 
the Ohio university, Dr. Barrows has gained 
more than a local reputation as an author. 
A his best books are The Gospels Are 
True Histories, “1 Believe in God,” The 
Life of Henry Ward Beecher,” “ The His- 
tory of the Parliament of Religions,” Chris- 
ttanity, the World's Religion,” and “A 


World's Pilgrimage.”’ 
Mrs. Barrows is a native of Wilidamstown, 


Mass, and ie a woman of education, and has 


n a valuable assistant to her gifted hus 
r Their family consists of five children.

The stock brokers and mining operators

Lincoln Park Policeman Joseph Lang- 
lois Makes Record as Life-Saver 
Within Twenty-four Hours. 


Joseph Langlois, a Lincoln Park policeman, 
has achieved distinction a@ a life-saver by 
rescuing three persons from drowning in 
Lake Michigan within twenty-four hours.

MITCHELL CLAIMS 80 PER CENT 
HAVE QUIT WORK. _ 


His Estimates Are Disputed by “Mine 
Ownefe—Exact | Figures Are Hard to 
 Ascertain—Some Districts Compelled 
to Depend Upon Substitutes and 
Others Put Clerks and Pit-Bosses to 
Work—Order Prevaile Everywhere, 
but More Police Are Put On. 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., June 2.—[Special.)—In 
response to the orders of the United Mine 
Workers’ union, from 60 to 80 per cent of 
the men engaged in pumping out the mines 
to save the property from ruin by water quit 
Work at 7 o’clock this morning. There has 
been no violence to speak of throughout 
the anthracite region; although here and 
there sporadic outbreaks of ugliness have 
occurred. 

As to the general situation tonight, both 
sides express themselves as content. Mr. 
Mitchell says he is satisfied. The coal oper- 
ators say they are satisfied. As to the num- 
ber of men who quit work, the statement 


of Mr. Mitchell and the statement of the 


mine owners are some distance apart. Mr. 
Mitchell says that up to this evening fully 
80 per cent of the total of all three groups 
of workmen quit work. t 
The operators say that about 80 per cent 
of the engineers and 50 per cent of the pump- 
men remained at work. Of the firemen, 
they admit that a large percentage struck in 
obedience to the union’s orders. Mr. Mitchell 
says that only a portion of the 20 per cent 
of all groups of workmen who stuck by 
the companies were members of the United 
Mine Workers’ union. He said furthermore 
the most of the 20 per cent still at work 
would not be at work by tomorrow night.. 


Declare Men Will Return. 


Mine operators says that more of the old 
men will be at work to than are at 
work today. They say that in many in- 
stances today men were held up on their way 
to work and practically intimidated. They 
gay that these men explained this fact to 
ther, and that tomorrow. all who want to 
go to work will be protected by bodyguards 
ot coal and iron police.

Railroad Men in Session. 

“A meeting of .raflroad men was held here 
this evening, at which representatives of all 
five brotherhoods were present, conductors, 
engineers, firemen, trainmen, and teleg- 
raphers. The men present are employés of 
the Pennsylvania, the Lehigh Valley, and 
Delaware and Hudson, the Delaware, Lacka- 
wanna and Western, and the Erie com- 
panies. The meeting lasted over two hours 
and was secret. All the information as to its 
proceedings officially made public was that 
the meeting had voted an expression of 
sympathy to the United Mine Workers in 
their struggle. It is generally believed that 
the principal subject of discussion was the 
question of handling bituminous coal in the 
region in the event of a sympathetic strike 
in the bituminous coal fields. The impression 
is that there is a strong sentiment among 
them adverse to handling bituminous coal 
in the event of a strike in that field. : 
Meetings of engineers, firemen, and pump- 
men have been called for tomorrow morning 
througout the entire anthracite country. 

Schuylkill Region Crippled. 

.Pottsville, Pa., June 2.—[Special.]—Never 
before in the history of the Schuy region 
have the coal mines been so completely do- 
serted as they are tonight. The strike of the 
pumpmen, engineers, and firemen was even 
more complete than expected by the United 
Mine Workers. 

Of the sixty-four collſerſes in this section at 
only eight were the pumps run today, and at 
the eight collieries the bosses fired the boil- 
ers and ran the engines. At all the other 
operations the pumps were idle, and the 
mines are filling with water. The Philadel- 
phia and Reading Coal and Iron company. 
which mines‘one-fourth of the entire product 
of anthracite coal, has its headquarters here. 

R. C. Luther, the General Superintendent 
of the company, admitted tonight that all the 
pumpmen, engineers. and firemen soy 

by his com y had gone on strike. e 
same situation prevails at the collieries op- 
erated by the Lehigh Valley Coal company 
and the Pennsylvania Coal company.

day in this district is as follows: Philadel- 
phia and Reading company, 75; Lehigh Coal 
and Navigatoin company, 106; other opera- 
tors, 300. | 
Partial Tieup in Lackawanna, 
Scranton, Pa., June 2.—The strike order 
directed to the engineers, firemen, and pump 
runners was only partially obeyed in the 
Lackawanna region. District President T. 
E. Nicholls of the United Mine Workers 
claims that in the Lackawanna and Wyom- 
ing region 96 per cent of the firemen and 75 
per cent of the engineers and pump runners 
quit work. The companies operating in the 
Lackawanna region claim that not more 
than 50 per cent of their firemen and less 
than 20 per cent of the engineers and pump 
runners obeyed the strike order. The com- 
panies’ officials say they had no difficulty in 
filling the strikers’ places. . 
Tieup at Hazleton. 
Hazleton, Pa., June 2.—All the engineers, 
firemen, and pump runners except the fif- 
teen at the Harwood colliery of C: Pardee & 
Co. and five at the many different colfieries 
elsewhere in the district went on strike to- 
day. It is estimated that the total number of 
engineers, firemen, and pump runners here- 
tofore employed in the region is 600.

$260,000, according to estimates submitted 
to the meeting, and it is believed that the 
amount oan be easily raised within the speci-

The plan was the outgrowth of a paper 
read by Dr. H. G. Jackson, Presiding Elder 
of the Chicago district, upon Methodist 
church debts. It contemplates that all 
churches with debts will secure money and

Tune supplementary fund will be collected 
by the three Presiding Elders of the Chi- 
cago districts, the superintendent of the City 
Missionary society, a member of the Clark

bathing. The Roman. baths found in Rome 
and Pompeii are the wonder of all behold- 
ers, being magnificent to a degree, surpass- 
ing those of more modern days. In one 
bath seats were provided for 3,200 people, 
and in many public baths, gymnasiums, ball 
grounds, and other sporting accessories were 
provided; even lecture-rooms and libraries 
were attached to some of them. The orna- 
mentation of some of these bathing places 
was simply all. 

Hot baths (above 90° F.), tepid, warm, cold, 
and vapor baths are now universal. A vapor 
bath of water or alcohol accelerates heart 
action, softens the skin, produces profuse 
perspiration, and is useful in skin diseases, 
rheumatism, and kidney complaints. A hot 
bath is a stimulant, and, applied locally, re- 
duces inflammation and relieves pain. Em- 
ployed in convulsive diseases of children it 
is effective, although a tepid or warm bath 
is safer. Hot baths are apt to cause sensa- 
tions of choking, giddiness, or headache. A 
warm bath conduces to inactivity and sleep., 
is useful in feverish or restiess conditions 
and eruptive diseases, but is not recommend- | 
‘ed in acute diseases of the chest. 

Cold baths should never be used when 
one is exhausted or perspiring freely. 
Nervous, sensitive, or old persons cannot 
safely endure the shock of a cold bath. In 
healthy people, with good reattive powers, 
there are few better stimulants to nutrition. 
The bath should be followed by a vigorous 
rubbing. 

Sea bathing, now so popular at all coast 
resorts, has a peculiar’tonic effect. A scene
